6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bookout 
US 4.949,288 in view of Thornton et al GB 204171 . both cited in PCT. 

Bookout shows a valve tester with elements interpretable substantially as 
claimed as evident especially from its abstract, Fig. 2, and page 3, lines 19-21 . It does 
not specifically teach the use of a latching hook to connect the force sensing device but 
such is clearly shown in the similar tester at Thornton in fig. 2 thereof. Use of such a 
hook in Bookout would have been an obvious expedient to allow greater ease in 
connection and disconnection. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited references show safety valve testers, testing of force 
responsive members using latching elements, and/or were cited in the PCT or the 
specification.
